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the loyalty of the subject he voluntarily stated that, "MALINA was associated 
with groups of 'pinks' at Cal Tech about three years ago." When asked what 
he meant by "pinks" he stated "The group was radical but I believe them to 
have been merely philosophical in possessing their views and that th^T would 
never be- active in doing anything to change the fora of Government which we 
now have."

On September 17, 1942 reporting Agent interviewed Con- 
fidential informant T-6, who stated that it had been rumored among those work- 
ing with the subject that the- subject was a Communist and had at one time in- , 
vited cer tain , other persons to attend Communist meetings, but that he had no 
definite information that the subject was in any way connected with the Cojq- 
munist Party. However, T-6 stated that he had observed that the . subject was 
a great believer in Russia and was often praising the Russians and that this 
hsd been going on for the past several years. T-6 has never seen any Commun- 
ist literature passed out by the subject. T-6 stated that the subject was 
very capable and very efficient in the work in which he was doing, and that 
he believed him to be solidly behind the war effort. 

Confidential Informant T-7 advised that on or about Sep- 
tember 17 that there was a large gathering at the home of the subject which 
lasted until about midnight, but except for this instance and a gathering on 
October 11, 1942 which was at approximately 5; 15 P.ii., no group had been no- 
ticed at the subject's present address, which is at 800 South Hudson Street, 
Pasadena. 

Confidential Informant T-8 gave the following informa- 
tion concerning subjects T-8 stated that subject is a Doctor of Philosophy 





T-9 advised that the subject lived at 1266 Cordova Avenue, 
Pasadena, California, from September 1, 1941 until June 10, 1942. T-9 had 
observed no meetings at the subject's home during this period, but stated they 
had. only a normal number of visitors, these being mostly young couples. This 
was all the information that T-9 had concerning subject. 

It was ascertained from Confidential Informant T-4 that

On July 31, 1942 of Gudden- 

heim Aeronautics Laboratory, California Institute of Technology, filed an 
affadavit stating that the subject was employed as assistant professor in 
the Aeronautics Department and Chief Engineer of the Qal-Cit Project No. 1, 
and further stated "Several of our contracts have A-l-A and A-A-3 priority 
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ratings* Dr. MALINA is in charge of a research project considered of vital 
importance by the United States Army Air Force." 

It was ascertained also from T-4 that by letter from head- 
quarters, Ninth Corps Area, Fort Douglas, Utah, dated July 7, 1942 endorsing 
a letter of June 26, 1942 to Lieutenant FRANK MALINA from MACH EMERSON, Adju- 
tant General, Washington, D.C., that the resignation of MALINA as a lieutenant b6 
of the United States Anay had been accepted and that he had been classified blc

On March 16, 1951, subject’s application for renewal of 
passport dated March 16, 1951, reflected that he resided at 89 rue 
Erlanger, Paris, France. By airgram dated May 26, ,1901, the Depart- 
ment of State advised the American Embassy at Paris, France, that 
subject’s passport renewal was. to be refused# The American Embassy . 
at Paris, France, was also instructed to hold subject’s passport 
in the Embassy and to advise the Department of State of subject's ■’ 
return to the United States* 


By letter dated September 27, 1901, the American Consul at 
Paris, France, advised the Passport Division that he had received 
a letter from subject dated September 21, 1901, which indicated that 
in April, 1951, subject’s passport had expired and that in May, 1951, 
he had been informed that the renewal of his passport had not been 
granted* He also indicated that he had surrendered his passport to 
the American Consul* MALINA stated that he still held an appointment 
as an international civilian servant with UNESCO in Paris, France* 

He requested that he be informed of the reason for the refusal of 
his passport* 
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By telegram dated November 9, 1951, the passport Division 
instructed the American Embassy at Paris, France, to advise MAUNA 
that consideration had again been given to his request for renewal 
of his passport but that his passport was not being renewed since 
it was "considered that his further travel would be contrary to the 
best interests of the United States*"

The facts in this matter concerning the subject’s failure 
to list membership in the Communist Party in executing 
Personnel Security Questionnaires with respect to Federal 
employment and in executing applications for passports with the State 
Department, were presented to Assistant United States Attorney, ANGUS D. 
McEACHEN, Los Angeles, on May 26, 1952. . 

On August 7, 1952 Mr. McEACHEN advised that he had reviewed 
the matter thoroughly and declined prosecution of the subject for fraud 
against jbhe ^government for the following reasons:

!S rn r (l) Insufficient, available documentary evidence regarding 
MALINA’S membership in the Communist Party. (Mr. 
McEACHEN referred here to the absence of a Communist 
Party card or book made out to the subject). 
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(2) Mr. McEACHEN stated that it is his belief that an omission 
to state membership in the Communist Party in a Personnel 
Security Questionnaire is not a sufficient basis to con- 
duct a successful prosecution for perjury, or in this case, 
fraud against the government. He stated that in the situa- 
tion at hand there is a lack of sufficient supporting 
evidence ta successfully prove subjects membership in 
the Communist. Party and pointed out that other than 


phere is no person available who can 

authoritatively testify as to mat.tha ts membershi p in the 
Communist Party; and added that oould only 

do so in an indirect manner. " : 
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Reference is made to your memorandum of February 12, 1953, requesl 
ing my comments with respect to the possibility of instituting extra- 
dition proceedings against the subject under the 1909 Treaty with 
France . 


It is noted that the Passport Office of the State Department 
has advised you that France has been very lenient in permitting Americans 
to remain there without valid United States passports. It is further 
noted that;. . although the subject can be requested to return to the 
United States since his passport has been taken from him, it is the 
considered opinion of the Passport Office that France would not cooperate 
should the subject be unwilling to comply with the request. 


In view of these circumstances, it is concluded that extradition 
proceedings should not be instituted, since it is likely that France 
would refuse extradition under 18 U.S.C. 1001, using the Eisler case 
as a precedent. Should the subject learn of the indictment outstanding 
against him by reason of an unsuccessful attempt at extradition, there 
would be little likelihood of his returning to the United States voluntarily. 
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Reference is made to your memorandum of September 12, 1952, 
in which you request the Department to reconsider the record in the 
captioned matter and inform you of its opinion with respect to prose- y — / 

cution. ^ _ | 

Upon re-examination of the subject's file, the Department is fl 
of the belief that the Government would be unable to introduce into v 
evidence either the documents or the information contained therein 
which pertain to Frank Malina's membership in the Communist Party and 
which are now in the possession of the Immigration and Naturalization 
Service, in view of the prohibition against the admissibility of hearsay 
evidence and the recent deat hs of the authors of these documents, 

~ lThe Department, therefore, agrees with 


Assistant United states Attorney McEachen that no documentary evidence 
is available pertaining to the subject's Communist Party membership. 

The Department was previously cognizant of the difficulty in prosecuting 
a case of this type because of the nature of the particular question 
posed and the quality of the evidence available but, due to the prom- b6 
inence of the subject in the scientific world, the Department was of 
the opinion that the United States Attorney's views concerning the 
feasibility of prosecuting the subject for fraud against the Government 
should be sought.

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On reconsideration of the evidence in the record at the present 
time, the Department is of the opinion that adequate evidence apparently 
exists upon which a true bill could be returned. The possibility of 
securing a conv iction, however, is st ill doubtful in view of the acquittal

The Department is furnishing a copy of the Bureau's memorandum 
of September 12, 1952, in order that the United States Attorney at , 

Los Angeles may comment thereon. He is also being requested to furnish

limitations on December 31, 1952, and the possibility that further 
evidence may be developed at a later date which will strengthen the 
Government's case.

Assistant U. S. Attorney ANGUS D. McEACHEN, Los Angeles, Cali- 
fornia, was recontacted on 1/8/53, at which time he stated that he has no 
plans, proposals, or suggestions for subjects return to the United States, 
Inasmuch as he has no plans for subsequent prosecution.

McEACHEN explained that notwithstanding his previously expressed 
opinion of weakness in this case and resulting difficulty of a successful 
prosecution, he had gone ahead and secured an indictment against MALINA be- 
cause of the Department's communications to him and his awareness of a con- 
siderable interest in this matter by the Bureau. With reference to the 
latter comment, the Bureau's attention is called to the fact that a copy 
of the Bureau's letter, dated 9/12/52, addressed to Assistant Attorney 
General CHARLES B. MURRAY of the Department, setting forth a review of 
available evidence and requesting a reconsideration of this matter, was 
forwarded to Assistant U. S. Attorney McEACHEN by the Department and is 
now a part of his file. 


Although no active steps will be taken by McEACHEN to secure 
MALINA 's return to this country for prosecution, he stated that in, the event 
MALINA voluntarily returns to the United States, the outstanding warrant 
would, of course, then be served on him, and the Department would then pre- 
sumably proceed with prosecution or otherwise make a determination at that

As to the practical aspect of securing the return of a United 


I States citizen to this country from abroad, McEACHEN advised that the matter 

is controlled exclusively by the International Extradition Treaty existing 
between the United States and the foreign country involved, and further,

Attorney McEACHEN toward prosecution in this matter, no further contact 
with him is contemplated by this office at this time* It is suggested 
that the Bureau may at a later date again desire to present this matter 
to the Department for its reconsideration as to active prosecution.

For consideration of the Bureau as regards the possibility of 
effecting subject’s return to the United States, the following is set forth: 


In the case of "Infiltration of the United Nations by Subversive

requested info mat! on on any subversive Americans employed by. the United Nations 
and it's specialized agencies.
